BIRMINGHAM, June 19.—Walking 
calmly into the warden’s office at the

from the state hospital for the insane 
at Tuscaloosa, two weeks ago,

rendered himself to the warden. 
“Good morning,” 
said 
McNaron, 
“don’t you recognize m e?” 
The warden 
confessed 
*himself 
amazed at fiist but 
at 
length 
ac­ 
knowledged the greeting. 
' “I want the pleasure of surrender­ 
ing myself to you,” 
continued 
Naron,, “I brought 
this 
gentleman 
with me,” he nodded to a young man 
at his side, “to see th at I don’t es­ 
cape.” 
McNaron was then 
token 
to 
the 
sarrie cell he occupied befor# he was 
sent to Tuscaloosa soine months ago. 
Here he talked to newspaper m en.:

“Of course you w ant something to 
print,” McNaron smiled as he arose 
from the cot. “ I'm sorry to 
disap­ 
point you but I can’t tell you how I 
escaped.” 
McNaron then explained he had been 
in Birmingham ever since his escape 
from the asylum. 
“I decided to give myself up,” he 
said, “to prove that I am sane.” 
Speaking softly, McNaron criticized 
newspapers for referring to him as a 
“convicted man.” 
“I was never eonvicted,” McNaron 
'explained, “ I was never even tried.” 
McNa r on indicated that»4io wanted 
a trial and wished to prove that he was 
“not insane.” He hoped for a consul­ 
tation with attorneys soon, he said.

sault with intent to m urder in con­ 
nection with the shooting of his wife 
and of

through the mails and also with an at­ 
tack on Assistant United States Dis­ 
trict Attorney Jim Smith.

(Associated Press) 
WICHITA, Kansas, June 19—Faced 
with an alleged defalcation of approx­ 
imately $1,500,000 by Phillip A. Drum, 
cashier, the American State bank here 
closed its doors today. 
The W ichita 
Clearing House Association announced 
th at Drum had confessed when shown 
a statem ent covering his operations, 
and said that all personal properties 
would be turned over to the bank. 
The large defalcation was explained, 
In part by the fact that 
the 
bank 
held what was said to be in 
excess 
of $1,000.000 in W ichita school bonds.^ 
Drum who was in charge of the bond 
departm ent, is alleged to have used 
these and other boncb as collateral 
to float personals loans for investment 
in qll ventures. 
W hether he won or 
kwt naa not been revealed. 
Criminal action was deferred pend­ 
ing an investigation. 
The bank is said to be one of th 
largest state banks in Kansas vri' 
a capital stock of $150,000 and a su r­ 
plus o f $250,000. 
W. N. Richards, president of the 
institution, expressed the belief that 
depositors would suffer no loss, 
Drufc 4iad beam employed by the 
bank for 17 years and had been cashier 
during the last year.
